The Cats cut the 
deficit in half in the bottom of the 
4th after Mack Ramsey, who had 
walked, scored off Hunter Lea’s dou¬ 
ble to left field.

Third batter 
(Dustin Pedroia) strikes out swing¬ 
ing. Jones is then replaced by a left 


handed throwing relief pitcher to 
face a left handed batter. The relief 
pitcher allows two more runs to score 
(both credited to Jones) before even¬ 
tually ending the inning with the 
White Sox losing 6-1. The White 
Sox score one run in the bottom of 
the 9th inning and end up losing 
6 - 2 .

29 pitches (17 strikes); 1 hit; 2 walks;

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in their socks. Thus the dance 
was called a “Sock Hop.” 

We did not hire an expensive 
band for our dance. There was a 
very generous business man in 
Falmouth named Russ Ballinger. 
Russ sold furniture, ran a saloon, 
dabbled in real estate, plus many 
other business ventures. He 
would rent the students a Juke¬ 
box. A Jukebox was a sophisti¬ 
cated record player with all the 
latest songs and tunes. It had 
speakers that could be turned up.

The admission to the dance 
was 25 cents. Cokes cost 20 cents 
and popcorn was 15 cents.

I was just dying to get out 
on the floor and ask a girl to 
dance, but I didn’t have the nerve.

Elvis Presley’s famous song 
“Are You Lonesome Tonight” was 
playing and I just had to act. 

Even though my dancing was 
awkward and without rhythm, I 
made it through and thoroughly 
enjoyed myself. From that point 
on, my confidence grew and I 
tried all the new dances, "The 
Peppermint Twist, Jitterbug, 
Mash Potatoes, Limbo" and 
many others. 

I didn’t realize it, but I was 
probably becoming a show-off.

“Sock Hop” was scheduled in two 
weeks. All I could think about 
was going to perform. 

Chubby Checkers was one of 


the “Heart Throbs” then and he 
had a number one hit “Let’s Twist 
Again.” Kids went wild about this 
new dance craze “The Twist.” 
“Let’s twist again like we did last 

summer.well it’s round and 

round and up and down we go 
again, O baby let you know, I 
love you so.” 

Kids would cut all kinds of 
“shines” when the music started. 
Girls had just begun to wear 
nylons instead of the bobby 
socks. A new style of nylons had 
just hit the market called panty 
hose. Even though I was not an 
expert on them, they went all the 
way up and fit like an undergar¬ 
ment. 

The night of the dance arrived 
and I was ready. As soon as the 
lights were dimmed and the 
music stared with a fast twist, this 
girl and I hit the floor. She was a 
thin girl with a slight pear shape 
and boy could she move. 

We were both really “cutting 
the rug.” We were going up and 
down and all around. I think we 
both felt as if we were the life of 
the party. 

Now I don’t know if her 
nylons were a size too big and 
had started sagging after the 
quick moves, but when I backed 
up to her with a wild twist, I sup¬ 
pose the back of my heel stepped 
on the toe of her nylons.

have written before about 
our dog, Birdie, and how she 
stayed with me and licked my 
face when I fell off a ladder as I 
was cutting a large limb from a 
water maple. I severely injured 
my back, probably a major cause 
of the problem I suffer from 
today. When I regained con¬ 
sciousness, she was hovering, try¬ 
ing to revive me. Birdie was agi¬ 
tated and only calmed when Jan¬ 
ice appeared on the scene and 
gave me first aid. 

This article is a continuation 
of the theme of how dogs can 
sense distress in humans and 
often come to the rescue. 

I saw a man trudging along 
US 27 this past week, going 
south.

Then there was this picture on 
the Internet of what appeared to 
be a sheep dog guarding some¬ 
thing in Moore, Oklahoma after 
the devastating earthquake in 
recent days. The eyes of a dog are 
so expressive of how they feel. No 
camouflage, no put on, no cover- 
up.

And it 
had! hirst responders found its 
master dead under the debris and 
his dog was guarding his corpse! 
Finally, there is this recent story 
of a woman who inherited a 
cross-breed which resembled an 
Alaskan Husky, the setting being 
a small town in rural Alabama.

Spring Scam #1: “Contractors” 
will knock on your door and offer 
to fix your roof, paint your house, 
or pave your driveway. They offer to 
do the job at a remarkably low cost, 
or they may tell you they have sup¬ 
plies “leftover” from a job down the 
street that will lower the estimate 
even more. The hitch is that you 
have to decide on the spot, and pay 
upfront. Chances are, once you pay 
them, you’ll never see the contrac¬ 
tor again. If they do return to do 
the job, they may do the job with 
inferior supplies and poor work¬ 
manship. A reputable contractor 
won’t make customers decide on the 
spot. Ask family, friends, and co- 
workers for names of reliable con¬ 
tractors. Call references and see 
finished products. Check out a 
company’s BBB Business Review at 
www.bbb.org. 

Spring Scam #2: Smiling kids 
that sell magazines or candy come 
knocking. You’ve never seen these 
kids before. Scam artists hire these 
kids to sell magazines and candy 
because it’s hard to say no to them. 
How can you tell if it’s a legitimate 
fundraiser or a scam? Ask who the 
young salesperson represents, ask 
about the organization, and request 
a name, address, and phone num¬ 
ber. Ask where and how the money 
will be used. Put off the purchase 
until you can research the offer. 
Then check out the organization at 
www.bbb.org. 

Spring Scam #3: You want to 
get away from it all, and you hear 
details about a dream vacation. 
Vacation scams cost consumers bil¬ 
lions of dollars every year. If you 
hear about a travel deal, gather 
information, ask detailed questions, 
and check out the company with 
the BBB. Also, pay with a credit 
card and stay away from deals that 
require booking 60 days in advance 
because disputing a charge after 
that time is difficult - and scam art¬ 
ists know that.

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Planning for retirement 

Retirement planning is impor¬ 
tant for all individuals; however, it 
is especially important for women. 
At some point during their lives, 
80 to 90 percent of women will be 
solely responsible for their own 
finances. Unfortunately for the 
majority of them, it will be later in 
life. Women tend to have shorter 
work histories than men, as a 
result of entering and leaving the 
workforce due to raising children. 
In addition, fewer women partici¬ 
pate in employer-sponsored retire¬ 
ment plans compared to men. 

One of the first things you 
should realize as you begin think¬ 
ing about retirement is where you 
will get your money. You can think 
of retirement savings plan as a 
three-legged stool, with each of the 
legs being one source of retirement 
income. 

The first leg is Social Security. 
For many women, Social Security 
is the main source of retirement 
income. Social Security eligibility 
is based on your lifetime earnings 
record and your age. This requires 
you to meet work requirements 
yourself or be married to someone 
for at least 10 years who meets the 
work requirements. Employed 
women who are married, widowed 
or divorced after at least 10 years 
of marriage are said to be dually 
entitled and can collect the higher 
amount between their own Social 
Security benefits or their spousal 
amount. You should understand 
that there are some ways your ben¬ 
efits can be reduced including if 
you earn income after you have 
retired and/or you are between the 
age of 62 and full retirement age 
when you start receiving benefits. 

Full retirement age varies by the 
year you were born. For example, 
full retirement age for people born 
before 1937 is 65. For those born 
between the years 1943 and 1954, 
full retirement age increases to 66. 
To determine your retirement age, 
visit the Social Security Adminis¬ 
tration’s website http://www.ssa. 
gov/ retire2/retirechart.htm. 

As a general rule, your Social 
Security benefits over your lifetime 
will be the same, whether you 
retire late or early. If you retire 
early, the monthly benefit amount 
is smaller to take into account that 


you will likely receive your benefits 
over a longer period of time. If you 
retire late, you will likely get ben¬ 
efits for a shorter amount of time, 
so your monthly benefits will be 
larger. Receiving Social Security 
early or late can each have advan¬ 
tages and disadvantages, and when 
you decide to retire, should be 
based on your current situation. 

The second leg is employed- 
sponsored plans. This leg is often 
the one that is missing for many 
women. These plans include 
defined benefit plans, which guar¬ 
antee a specific monthly amount, 
and defined contribution plans, 
which grow tax-deferred but do 
not guarantee specific retirement 
benefits. Most employers today are 
offering the defined contribution 
plans, including 401 (k), 403 (b), 
Section 457 plans, profit sharing, 
stock bonus plans and money pur¬ 
chase pension plans. 

Unfortunately, the first two 
legs of the stool typically do not 
provide enough money to meet 
the needs of individuals during 
their retirement years. Most need 
the third leg which includes per¬ 
sonal savings and investments. To 
find out how much additional 
income you’ll need, you should 
contact your local Social Security 
office and ask for a Request for 
Earnings and Benefit Estimate 
Statement. If you have an employ¬ 
er-sponsor retirement plan, con¬ 
tact your human resource or ben¬ 
efits office to get a pension esti¬ 
mate. With this information, you 
can get a ballpark estimate of how 
much your retirement savings is 
estimated to be when you retire 
and how much additional income 
you’ll need to comfortably retire. 
To get a more accurate estimate of 
how much money you’ll need to 
retire, take into account the rate of 
inflation. The average annual rate 
of inflation from 1914 to 2010 has 
been 3.38 percent. 

Making these calculations well 
in advance of your retirement, can 
give you enough time to save 
enough money. If you wait until 
you’re about to retire, it may be 
too late to put any more money 
aside.

Achievement Program teaches 
about goals 

Throughout their 4-H career, 
young people are encouraged to 
set and reach goals. No program 
better exemplifies this than the 
Kentucky 4-H Achievement Pro¬ 
gram. 

The Achievement Program 
replaced the 4-H Honors Program 
in September 2011. The new pro¬ 
gram allows 4-H’ers to start accu¬ 
mulating points as soon as they 
start their 4-H careers and to 
begin earning recognition in the 
sixth grade. With a new 4-H pro¬ 
gram year beginning in Septem¬ 
ber, now is the time for 4-H’ers to 
begin thinking about joining this 
program. 

In the Achievement Program, 
young people can earn points 
toward the completion of each of 
five non-competitive levels by par¬ 
ticipating in various leadership 
opportunities, projects, activities 
and events. Points are given based 
on whether the activity occurred 
at the county, district, state or 
national levels, with point totals 
ranging from county level events 
earning one point to national 
events receiving four points. The 
program’s non-competitive levels 
range from Level I which requires 
25 points and being a sixth-grader 
to Level V where a 4-H’er earns 
200 points and is in the 10th 
grade. 

Students who complete either 
Level I or Level II of the program 
will receive a certificate at the 4-H 
Teen Summit. 

Levels III, IV and V have the 
opportunity to apply for addi¬ 
tional competitive achievement 
awards. These awards include 
bronze, silver, gold and emerald 
levels. To reach the bronze level, 
4-H’ers must be in the eighth 
grade and reached Level III. Each 
of the state’s seven districts can 
choose to submit the applications 
of 15 4-H’ers, and those 105 
receive a $50 scholarship to the 
4-H Teen Conference. 

To apply for the silver level, 


4-H’ers must be in at least the 
ninth grade and earned the Level 
IV award. Once again, each dis¬ 
trict can submit the applications 
of 15 4-H’ers, but of those 105 
applicants, 60 are selected. Those 
60 receive a $125 scholarship to 
the Teen Conference. 

4-H’ers in the 10th grade who 
have reached Level V can apply for 
the gold award. Gold applicants 
must complete a community ser¬ 
vice project. For the project, the 
4-H’er interviews community 
members about problems in the 
community, decides on one prob¬ 
lem to concentrate on, develops a 
solution and leads a group of indi¬ 
viduals to complete it. Each dis¬ 
trict can submit 10 applicants for 
the gold award. Of the 70 state¬ 
wide applicants, 30 are selected. 
Gold winners receive a $ 160 
scholarship to the Teen Confer¬ 
ence and a $750 scholarship to the 
2013 National 4-H Congress. 

The top 10 gold winners from 
the current 4-H program year as 
well as gold winners from previous 
years are invited to apply for the 
emerald level in March. Those 
seeking emerald status must com¬ 
plete a county honors application, 
emerald application, an up-to- 
date resume and personal Power¬ 
Point by May 15. These applica¬ 
tions will go before a committee 
and the top 15 will take part in an 
interview and present their Power¬ 
Point at Teen Conference. The 
four applicants selected for this 
level will receive a $1,000 scholar¬ 
ship to the 2014 National 4-H 
Conference in Washington, D.C. 
and $1,000 college scholarship. 

4-H : ers should check with 
their county 4-H youth develop¬ 
ment agent for local 4-H Achieve¬ 
ment Program application dead¬ 
lines. Agents must submit applica¬ 
tions to the state 4-H office by 
Dec. 15.

Prevent Rose Disease 

Spectacular blooms and 
diverse types and varieties make 
roses a favorite of many Kentucky 
gardeners. However, warm, 
humid growing conditions create 
an ideal environment for serious 
problems each year with black 
spot and powdery mildew. 

Gardeners can nip these fun¬ 
gal diseases in the bud by plant¬ 
ing resistant or tolerant varieties 
and creating an unfavorable envi¬ 
ronment for disease development. 
It may be necessary to use fungi¬ 
cides throughout the summer, 
especially on susceptible varieties. 

The Pendleton County Coop¬ 
erative Extension Service has 
materials on resistant and tolerant 
varieties. Nursery catalogues also 
publish this information. 

To reduce foliar diseases, try 
to avoid conditions where rose 
leaves remain wet for an extended 
period of time. Do not wet foli¬ 
age when watering plants and 
allow sufficient time for leaves to 
dry before nighttime. Prune out 
shading vegetation from over¬ 
hanging trees and provide space 
between rose bushes to improve 
ventilation and sunlight penetra¬ 
tion. 

Sanitation also is important 
for managing rose diseases. If you 
have not already removed and 
destroyed old leaves, winter-dam- 
aged canes and debris, do it as 
soon as possible. These items are 
a source of disease-causing organ¬ 
isms. 

Many fungicides are labeled to 
control rose diseases. Always 
check the label to be sure the 
product controls black spot and 
powdery mildew and read and 
follow application instructions. 
To maintain disease suppression, 
repeat fungicide applications at 
10- to 14-day intervals through¬ 
out the growing season. 

Black spot produces dark, cir¬ 
cular spots with fringed borders 
on the top or bottom side of 
leaves. Infected leaves often turn 


yellow and drop, reducing flower 
numbers and quality. 

White, powdery fungal 
growth is a sign of powdery mil¬ 
dew. It is easy to locate on such 
plant surfaces as leaves, stems and 
flower buds. Infected leaves may 
be small and deformed. 

Two other important, but less 
common, foliar diseases of roses 
are downy mildew and rust. 
Downy mildew produces lesions 
that are an off-color, later turning 
purplish brown. It leads to defo¬ 
liation. Rust-colored spots on 
leaves and stems indicate the dis¬ 
ease, rust. Severely infected leaves 
may shrivel and turn brown. 
Another summertime disease is 
rose rosette, which affects roses 
throughout Kentucky. It is not a 
fungal disease. 

This disease is spread by a 
microscopic mite. The primary 
host is multi-flora rose, a thorny 
plant native to the Orient and 
introduced into the United States 
as a conservation plant and “liv¬ 
ing fence.” The disease also 
affects cultivated roses. 

Early symptoms are increased 
growth of shoots, which appear 
more succulent than normal and 
develop excessive thorns, and dis¬ 
torted, dwarfed leaves. The affect¬ 
ed shoots are not winter hardy 
and produce few blooms. Rose 
plants eventually die. 

Early disease detection is 
essential to keep rose rosette from 
spreading. Remove and destroy 
any infected roses to keep the 
disease from healthy plants near¬ 
by. Carefully remove diseased 
plants to avoid scattering disease¬ 
carrying mites to other plants. 
Since multi-flora roses might be a 
disease reservoir, remove and 
destroy any located within one- 
eighth of a mile from the rose 
bed.

Appendectomy 

An appendectomy is surgery to 
remove the appendix. The appendix 
is a small, finger-shaped organ that 
comes out from the first part of the 
large intestine. It becomes necessary 
to remove it when it becomes swollen 
(inflamed) or infected. An appendix 
that has a hole in it (perforated) can 
leak and infect the entire abdomen, 
which can be life threatening. 

► Most often, the first symptom is 
pain around the belly button, which 
may be mild at first and then becomes 
sharp and severe. The pain often 
moves into the right lower abdomen. 
Other symptoms may include diarrhea, 
constipation, fever, reduced appetite, 
and nausea/vomiting. 

p. During an appendectomy, general 
anesthesia is used. The surgeon 
makes a small cut in the right lower 
side of the patient’s belly area and 
removes the appendix. It also can 
be removed laparoscopically, 
using small surgical cuts and a 
camera. If the appendix has 


broken open or a pocket of 
infection (abscess) formed, the 
patient’s abdomen will be 
washed out during surgery 
to prevent further complications. 

► The goal is always to remove an 
infected appendix before it ruptures. 
And living without an appendix 
causes no known health problems. 

► Dr. Karl Schulstad performs 
appendectomies at Harrison 
Memorial Hospital’s operating suites. 
Patients tend to recover quickly, 
leaving the hospital in a day or two. 
Resuming normal activities within 
2-4 weeks after leaving the hospital 
is common with these patients.
